from Ceylon to the Himalayas. 

foglind’s ‘polity in Indias bas been 
directed at Calcutta and Bombay by greody 
proconsuls like Verres and at home by 
hungry and avaricious rulers, euch as Mr 
Morel repreannts Leopold of Belgiam to 
be in his management of the Congo, 
declarea Fdward Carpontor, thedistinguish- 
ed deu,ocratic lecturer and poet, the friend 
jot Walt Whitmép, in hig regent work, 
“Hapire.” According to thie writer and 
the large party ho representa, she has waat- 
ed, beggured, and degraded India, Britain‘e 
administration of her Indian posssssious bas 
brought drath to the sgricultural folk ‘in 
millions and millions" of instances.
